The rejection of claims 9-1 1 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, is hereby withdrawn in view of amendment and remarks filed 
5/16/05. 

Applicant's remarks with respect to the 103 rejection of claim 1 are not persuasive. In particular, the repeater of Harvey is directly 
equivalent to the claimed "home router." That is, the repeater acts as the home router for its subnetwork and rebroadcasts the received 
unicast packet as a multicast packet by mapping the addresses, as disclosed in col. 6, line 58 - col. 7, line 4. As noted in the Final 
Rejection, Harvey is relied upon only to teach this mapping of the addresses. The fact that Harvey does not explicitly disclose mobile 
nodes is immaterial to the rejection, because it is well-known to one of ordinary skill in the art and explicitly taught by Perkins that mobile 
nodes may receive IP multicast packets. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
modify Perkins with the teachings of Harvey in order to increase the efficiency of data transmission over a network and particularly 
between subnets. Therefore, the 103 rejection of claims 1-14 is proper. 
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
